W ashington, April 29.—The presi­ 
dent has practically charged Theodore 
Roosevelt with having uttered a false­ 
hood in his W orcester speech Friday 
when he declared that Mr. Taft as a 
m em ber of the Roosevelt cabinet made 
the motion that there should be no 
prosecution 
of the 
harvester trust 
pending investigation by the commis­ 
sioner of corporations. 
The presi­ 
dent’s reply to that part of Roosevelt’s 
W orcester speech dealing with the af­ 
fairs of the harvester trust is embod­ 
ied in a “personal statem ent” issued 
at the W hite House. 
It appears that at the time in 1907 
when the proposed prosecution of the 
harvester trust was supposed to be 
under consideration by the Roosevelt 
administration. Mr. Taft, then secre­ 
tary cf war, was not in the United 
States. 
President Taft declared that 
he has no recollection of the harvester 
case ever having been discussed while 
he was a m em ber of the cabinet, ad­ 
ding: 
“I am authorized to say by Mr. Root 
and Secretary Wilson, both of whom 
were members of the cabinet at that 
time, that they have no recollection 
whatever of ever hearing the prosecu­ 
tion of the harvester m atter (Pscussed 
in the cabinet.” 
The president includes in his state­ 
ment an extract from a letter written 
by H erbert Knox Smith, commissioner 
of corporations, who declares that he 
telephoned George W. Perk ins on Nov. 
7, 
1907, 
by direction 
of President 
Roosevelt, 
that 
no 
suit 
would 
be 
brought against the corporation until 
after 
an 
inquiry 
by 
Commissioner 
Smith. On that date Secretary of W ar 
Taft was in the Philippines, having 
sailed from Seattle on Sept. 23, and 
not returning to the United States un­ 
til Dec. 20.

The State board of forestry , in re­ 
sponse to a demand from teachers, 
pupils, landowners, and millmen for 
information on the trees of Indiana 
and their uses’ has devoted the great­ 
er part of their 19 11 report, which 
has just been published, to the sub­ 
ject of Indiana trees, their botanical 
description, distribution, 
uses and 
growth. 
This report illustrates each species 
of forest trees of the State, with a 
full page drawing and gives a detail­ 
ed botanical 
description 
of each 
species with its distribution in the 
State. The economic uses of the dif­ 
ferent kinds of wood are given, to­ 
gether with a table showing the com­ 
parative weight of 
different woods. 
The horticultural and forestal values 
of many species are discussed in de­ 
tail, and information is given as to 
the best kind of trees to plant for or­ 
namental and forestal purposes* 
It also contains the result of an 
extended study of the rate of growth 
of certain kinds'of 
trees, to deter­ 
mine the number of y ears it will take 
them to acq uire saw-log size. 
Statistics on the wood-using in­ 
dustries of the State have been col­ 
lected which 
show what 
kinds of 
wood arc used in the State and what 
articles are manufactured. 
They al­ 
so show how little 
Indiana forests 
furnish to keep these industries alive 
and how much must be bought out­ 
side of the State. 
An excellent article on the climate 
of Indiana has been contributed also. 
It ¡jives the annual amount of rain­ 
fall for the State;
